King appeared nt a fourth story window 
and was seen to make lui elfort to jump, 
but was overcome by heat and fell back 
into tbo flames. Thrno peoplo who jumped 
to the ground, two feiniile sorvants and a 
sister of Mrs, King, also lost their livoa. 
Mrs. King .•\p[)oared at tlio window crying 
for help. A uiattrusa was hold by liruuieii 
and she was tokl lo drop hor baby Urat 
and tlioii jump lieraolf. She did so and 
received severe but not daiigoroiia injur- 
ies; baby killed. Tile body of Mrs. Uani- 
iltun, sister of Mrs. King, has been re- 
covered. Four persons in all were killed. 
The Kings were among ihe moat faah- 
ioiiablo and populai* peoplo in the city of 
Lialtiiiioro.
